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SAFETY 

Safety.  This  word  and  its 
meaning  can  not  be  over  emphasized 
in  tKe  CCC  camp  or  anywhere  else 
as  a matter  of  fact.  Thousands  of 
accidents  take  place  every  day, 
accidents  that  could  be  avoided  if 
the  rule  of  safety  had  been  put  in 
practice. 

In  connection  with  the  safety 
program  of  the  Civilian ' Conserva- 
tion Corps,  this  camp  holds  each 
Monday  evening  a meeting,  at'  which 
time  is  brought  up  and  discussed 
rules  pertaining  to  the  subject  as 
well  as  problems  that  have  arisen 
during  the  preceding  week. 

Within  the  next  few  days  a 
dynamite  crew  is  to  be  selected  to 
take  charge  of  the  blasting  on  th,e 
job.  The  two  key  positions  on  the 
crew  are  so  important  that  only 
men  irho  pass  an  examination  given 
by  the  project  superintendent  are 
allowed  to  apply  for  these  posi- 
tions. The  other  men  on  the  crew 
must  be  well  informed  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing 
this  project.  The  rules  of  safety 
must  be  strictly  adhered  to  at  all 
times. 

The  habit  of  rushing  to  get 
on  the  trucks  ( at  the  close  of 
working  hours  ) is  very  bad  and 
dangerous.  This  should  be  stopped. 
It  may  be  fun  to  be  the  first  on 


the  trucks  but  keeping  someone 
from  being  seriously  injured  is 
far  more  vital. 

When  a vast  program  such  as 
the  CCC  is  undertaken  every  pre- 
caution must  be  taken  to  avoid 
death  or  injury  that  might  be  . ' 
caused  by  carelessness.  The  Com- 
manding officers  and  the  Project 
Superintendents,  working  in  connec-  I 
tion  with  the  CCC  depatment  on 
safety  regulations  have  been  ex-  I 

ceedingly  careful  in  their  efforts  \ 

to  subs  tain  mishaps.  \
